To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 
I have the honor to submit, herewith, my seventh annual report. 
LANDS AND BUILDINGS: The buildings were thoroughly 
cleaned but onlv minor repairs were made. ‘The condition of our 
treasury precluded any progress on our policy of standardizing the 
buildings. It appears now that further improvements may be made 
this coming summer. 


TEACHERS AND PUPILS: It was necessary to fill vacan- 
cies in the staff in both schools. Matrimony claimed Miss Lewis 
and Miss Hanscom secured a more lucrative position elsewhere. 
Miss Reta Thayer of Berlin, New Hampshire, a graduate of Keene, 
1931, was elected for North Richmond and Miss Gladys Hawkins 
of Laconia, New Hampshire, a graduate of Keene, 1931, succeeded 
Miss Hanscom at the Corners. 

Your Board has made very careful estimates, in view of the 
economic situation facing the country, and has made a determined 
effort to reduce its estimates to the lowest point without under- 
mining the essential work of the schools. The decrease this year 
represents a cut over 13 per cent over last year. 

Again I wish to express my appreciation to the school board, 
to the teachers and pupils, and to the parents and patrons of the 
schools for their loyalty and co-operation, and trust that the same 
cordiality and harmony may continue throughout this critical period 
which confronts us.
